Surpass Jap Raids 
A spokesman added that it also 
surpassed anything the Japanese 
ever had done.

BUS STRIKE HITS 
LINES AT WARREN 


Transportation Crippled As 
Some Drivers Fail To 
Report For Work 


WARREN, July 22—Warren's pub­ 
lic transportation system was crip­ 
pled today as some AFL bus drivers 
failed to report for work, forcing 
numerous war plant, office and store 
employes to walk or thumb rides to 
their jobs.

104 Units Lost to Date 
The last two previous submarines 
lost, also on war patrol In the Pa­ 
cific, were the Amberjack and the 
Grampus. 
Total losses of American naval 
vessels to date as announced by the 
Navy, including those sunk, overdue 
and destroyed to prevent capture 
are 104 units, including the 10 sub­ 
marines. 
With the loss of the Triton, the 
Navy disclosed that it was this sub­ 
marine which had figured in a re 
port May 3 about an American 
undersea craft’s sinking 11 enemy 
ships. This report covered the first 
year of the Ti lton’s operations. Dur­ 
ing that year the submarine was 
commanded by Lieut. Commander 
Charles C. Kirkpatrick of Cocoa, 
Florida. 
Kirkpatrick became the first sub­ 
marine officer to receive three Navy 
crosses. After his year of service 
raiding Japanese supply lines he was

Court Holds Retirement 
Ai 65 Is Not Compulsory 


COLUMBUS. July 22. — Police 
and firemen may not b e retired 
b ecause they hav e reached a cer­ 
tain age, the state suprem e court 
ruled in ordering the city of T o­ 
ledo to restore Deputy Police Chief 
Patrick J. Dalv to his old position. 
A Toledo ordinance prov ides for 
retirem ent of police and firem en at 
the age of 65 years. Daly was re­ 
tired on May 9. this year, on reach­ 
ing that age, b ut refused to quit 
and sued to b e restored to his po­ 
sition. 
The court in a decision handed 
down yesterday, held the ordinance 
was in conflict with a prov ision of 
the state civ il serv ice law which 
hold.s that tenure of a civ il serv ice 
employe “shall b e during good b e­ 
hav ior and efficient serv ice.”

Workers To Reduce 


Own Absenteeism

CLEVELAND. July 22 — In a move 
described by War Manpower of­ 
ficials as without precedent in the 
country , employ es of the Aluminum 
Company of America’s Cleveland 
plants have been commissioned by 
their employ er to reduce absentee­ 
ism and labor turnover “by their 
own methods". 
Dr. William P. Edmunds. Cleve­ 
land war manpower director, an­ 
nounced the plan today , whereby 
representatives of the CIO Mine, 
Mill and Smelter Workers union 
were given the problem of allevi­ 
ating the company ’s critical m an­ 
power shortage and aiding war pro­ 
duction. 
"Labor has long been blamed by 
too many propagandists for all ab­ 
senteeism and turnover," the WMC 
director said. "Now. at Alcoa, laboi 
will have the duty and responsi­ 
bility of seeing what it can do on 
this front, by their own methods." 
Herman Clott, international union 
representative and a member of the 
committee, said, on behalf of the 
group: 
“I want to say sincerely , in be­ 
half of the union, that we are 
going to do all in our power to aid 
war production and cut absentee­ 
ism." 
Personnel Director E. G. Cahill 
declared the company felt "by work­ 
ing closely with the union group, 
representing the employ es, and by 
obtaining their wholehearted co­ 
operation, absenteeism can be re­ 
duced substantially .”

Launch Third War 


Loan Drive Sept. 9' 


WASHINGTON, July 22. — Dig­ 
ging deeper than ever into the 
pockets of the average citizen, Uncle 
Sam will set out in September to t 
break his own world’s record for 
financing war. 
Starting Sept. 
9, the nation* 
third War Loan drive will seek 
to raise $15,000,000,000—all of it to 
come from non-banking sources. 
The first drive last December 
was aimed at a $9 ,000,000,000 goal, 
but actually raised nearly $13,000.- 
000,000. In April, the treasury ’ de­ 
partment shot for $13,000.000500— 
and got 
$18,500,000,000. 
However, 
banking sources brought In about •
